Former Banker’s Lawyer Admits

THINKS HE WAS JUSTIFIED. 


Says Other Financiers Will Suffer if

Edward P. Moxey by two men who were 
ejected summarily from the federal building 
last Saturday is to be investigated by the spe- 
cial grand jury when its deliberations on the 
Walsh case are completed.

Findlay Grand Jury Brings 
in Huge Omnibus Indict- 
ment Against Rockefel- 
ler and His Partners. 


FINES TOTAL $60,000,000. 


All Other Ohio Cases Against 
the Big Combine Are 
Dropped Because of 
Defects. 


Findlay, O., Jan. 14.—[Special.}—John D. 
Rockefeller and other officials of the Stand- 
ard Oil company were indicted today on 939 
counts for violation of the Ohio anti-trust 
laws. 

The fines and costs, if the men indicted are 
convicted on each count, will aggregate 
more than $60,000,000. 


Today's indictments take the place of all 
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ures are adopted quickly the present enor- 
mous freight blockade will become greater. 

In ten years, he says, railroad business 
has increased 110 per cent and in the same 
time rallroad facilities have been increased 
only from 21 to 45 per cent. 


Points Out the Remedies. 


President Hill points out several remedies, 
all of them involving the expenditure of bil- 
lions of dollars, but he says the money abso- 
lutely must be spent. Here are some of 
his remedies: 

The construction of 15,000 miles of additional 
trackage every year for the next five years, at 
a cost of $1,100,000,000 a year, 

The construction of a fifteen foot slip canal

Explains Car Shortage. 


President Hill suggests these remedies to 
meet a situation which has become intolera- 
ble to the business of the country. He de- 
scribes the situation in response to a wide- 
epread public demand for an explanation why 
there is so serious a shortage of cars at the 
present time. 

After showing the causes which led up to 
the present enormous congestion of traffic, 
President Hill takes up the remedies already 
outlined. Elaborating upon them he says: 

This is the real railroad problem of the 
United States, and it ls one which people 
have been singularly slow to perceive and re- 
luctant to realize. 

“Two remedies must be found, The pro- 
hibitory expenses now attached to enlarge- 
ment of terminals at many points, and the 
absolute lack of available space at any price, 
may be met by a decentralization of traffic. 
There must be more points for export, more 
interior markets. A fifteen foot canal or 
channel from St. Louls to New Orleans 
would go further to relieve the entire middie 
west and southwest than any other work 
that could be undertaken With such a 
depth of water a single powerful towboat 
would carry from thirty to forty trainloads. 

Terminal troubles admit of a more gen- 
eral diffusion of business, permitting trans- 
fers to take place and forwarding to be done 
where land can be secured in adequate quan- 
tities and at more reasonable prices. To this 
the traffic system of the country must be 
adjusted. The heavy transfers must be made 
away from the larger cities, 


Investors Frightened Away. 


It is not by accident that railroad build? 
ing has declined to its lowest within a gen- 
eration, at the time when all other forms of 
activity have been growing most rapidly. 
The investor declines to put hig money into 
enterprises under ban of unpopularity, and 
even threatened by individuals and political 
parties with confiscation or transfer to the 
state. This feeling must be removed and 
greater confidence be mutually esteblished 
if any considerable portion of vast sum 
necessary is to be available for work.

When Mr. Moxey came here to take up 
the Walsh investigation he was assigned to 
a room on the same floor in the Victoria 
hotel and there was no great difficulty in 
securing quarters for Scanian in an adjoin- 
ing room. The espionage of these men since 
then has been complete in every detail, a 
indicated in Mr. Ritsher’s admission. It is 
intimated that through the connivance of 
some one in the hotel these two private de- 
tectives were able to search the bank exam- 
mers rooms during their absence. 

Soon after the grand jury wes sworn in 
Mr. Moxey informed the secret service de- 
partment that he was being followed, but it 
was séveral weeks befote anything definite 
could be learned. It was then discovered 
that Scanlan and Reynolds loitered about 
the corridors on the eighth floor of the fed- 
eral building. When questioned Scanian 
exhibited a permit purporting to have been 
issued by Custodian Nagie of the federal 
building, and said they were watching Mr. 
Moxey. Mr. Nagle denied giving such a 
permit and the two men were then bundled 
into the street with orders to stay there, 


Admission by Lawyer Ritsher. 


The supposition on which the government 
authorities were working was that these 
men were acting in the intereste of Mr. 
Walsh, but there was no evidence of it until 
the frank admission of Attorney Ritsher, 
who was found at the Grand Pacific hotel in 
conference with Samuel R. Hamill of Terre 
Haute, attorney for the Indiana Southern, 
the largest of the Wabash roads.

Other Cases Only Skirmishes. 


The bringing of these cases has been in 
Prosecutor David's mind for several months.

The cages of this description are new 
in Ohio procedure, and there are no prece- 
denta to go by. Prosecutor David is anxious 
to get started right before the cases. are.

Body of the Rev. A. Koslowski 
Held for Inquest. 


POISON THEORY IS DENIED. 


Priest Thinks Death Was Natural; 
Doetor Refuses Certificate. 


Bishop Anthony Koslowski, founder of the 
Independent Polish Catholic church, whose 


} renunciation of the authority of the pope 


some years ago attracted widespread atten- 
tion among Catholics, especially those of for- 
eign birth, and who was ex-communicated 
from the Roman church in consequence, died 
last night at St. Anthony’s hospital, 38 Frank- 
fort street. 

Within five minutes the police had been 
asked to guard the body until an inquest 
could be held in order to prevent the body 
being embalmed. 

Police aid was asked late in the afternoon 
by the Rev. E. M. Frank, assistant to the 
rector of Grace Episcopal church, Wabash 
avenue and Fifteenth street, whose influ- 
ence had been sought by friends He had 
been refused admission at the hospital, so 
went at once to Inspector Backus at the 
West Chicago Avenue station, who asserts he 
was told that friends of the dying man 
believed he was not being given proper treat- 
ment. 

Dr. Frank asked the police to ald him in 
having the bishop removed to St. Luke’s 
hospital. Two officers were sent to the hos 
pital in the evening, reaching there at 8:20 
o clock, just ten minutes after the man died. 


Undertaker Resists Police. 

Simon Hasterock, 34 Lubeck street, an un- 
dertaker, already was there, and was be- 
ginning his task of preparing the body for 
burial, The policemen and he clashed, and 
for a time it seemed a fight would take place 
over the body. 

The undertaker had been sent there to 
await the bishop's death, and was deter- 
mined to keep the body, but finally he was 
ejected by the police. He hurried to a tele- 
phone and asked the aid of Dr. Lewke, the 
coroner's physician. The latter, when told 
that Inspector Backus had issued an order 
to allow no one to touch the body until the 
coroner took charge, said the police would 
have to remain in charge. 

Dr. A. R. Malechewski, 1012 North Hoyne 
avenue, who had been attending the sick 
man but a few days, refused to issuc a death 
certificate when he learned that Dr. Frank 
had been refused permission to see the pa- 
tient in the afternoon. 

Dr. Frank told me he suspected some- 
thing was wrong at the hospital, said In- 
spector Backus, and I ordered Lieut. Lar- 
kin to go to the place with a detail of police 
and prevent any effort that might be made 
to remove the body or embalm it—to prevent 
the latter more than anything else. Dr. 
Frank refused to talk further about the case 
except to say something was wrong.“ 


Priest Denies Poison Theory. 
Coroner Hoffman was notified after Dr. 
Lewke had been appealed to by the under- 
taker, and an inquest has been set for 10 
o’clock this morning. 
“ Bishop Koslowski died at 8:10 o'clock this 
evening. said Dr. Malachowski. Until the 


inquest I will not discuss the circumetances 
attending hie death. 

Father Tomaszewoski, assistant pastor of 
All Saints’ church, a friend of Koslowski. 
said: 

“TI do not think Bishop Koslowski died 
from any poison or that his death is sur- 
rounded by any mystery.” 

When seen at his home early this morning 
Dr. Frank refused to say whether or not he 
believed the bishop had been the victim of 
a poison plot. It I have my suspicions lam 
entitled to them. That is all,“ he said, 


Friends Tell of Illness. 

By his friends it is said Bishop Koslowski 
died of stomach trouble, which affected his 
health for the last three years. 

The prelate was 50 years of age the day 
before his death. The feast day of his pa- 
tron, St. Anthony, is Thursday, and the chil- 
dren of the parish had planned a celebration 
in honor of the saint and the bishop. It had 
been their intention to visit him in the hos- 
pital, and already flowers for them to take 
to the prelate had been ordered of florists. 
The flowers menat for the festival will now 
be laid on his grave, as it is the intention to 
hold the funeral of the churchman Thurs- 
day. 

The Rev. C. Rosicki, 3112 Auburn avenue, 
was selected some time ago to succeed to 
the bishopric of the Independent church, and 
it is believed he will assume the duties of the 
office at once. 


Founded New Catholic Church. 
Bishop Koslowski entered the Roman Cath- 
olic priesthood early in life, and in 1897 was 
ordained a bishop in Switzerland. Soon after 
coming to Chicago, owing to a difference 
with the church authorities, de gathered 
about him a number of Polish members of 
his faith and established a new religion, call- 
ing it the Independent Catholic church.“ 
with branches in Omaha, Neb.; Cleveland, 
O.; and several other cities. 

This action caused much bitter feeling 
among the Polish population of the city, 
which finally found its way into the criminal 
court, when the bishop was accused of hay- 
ing poisoned Anthony Gorski in 1901 to avoid 
the payment of a note for $600, said to have 
been due.

Shea which Assistant State’s Attorney Rob- 
ert Holt made yesterday in his opening ar- 
gument to the jury for the prosecution in 
the long drawn out labor trial in Judge 
Ball's court. 

Mr. Holt devoted the entire day to his 
talk. He will be followed this morning by 
Attorney Daniel Cruice for the defense. 

Mr. Holt, after explaining the conspiracy 
laws to the jury, declared that they cov- 
ered the case and that it was the duty of 
the jurymen to see that hereafter the life, 
liberty, and property of citizens in Chicago 
are guarded against such disturbances as 
the teamsters’ strike. 

Least of any one, he said, should Con 
Shea of Boston take these things away from 
us. Who is Shea? In the presence of the 


more reputable members of labor organiza-/ 


tiohe he poses as a leader seeking the bet- 
terment of his fellow workers, but when 
their backs are turned his hand is ever out 
to receive graft. 

Effort to Throttle Business. 

“The prosecution has shown,“ he con- 
tinued, that Shea tried to take the firm 
of Montgomery Ward & Co. by the throat. 
During this trial it has been the object of 
the defense to create sympathy for the chief 
defendant, but before the strike it was a 
case of throttling legitimate business en- 
terprise and forcing the heads of industries 
to their knees before Shea and his asso- 
clates.“ 

In bringing out the contention of the state 
that a criminal conspiracy was entered into 
by the teamsters Mr. Holt said: 

“Tf this was not a conspiracy, why was it 
that with word or pen these men could con- 
trol any spot, wagon, team, or almost any- 
thing pertaining to the business of Mont- 
gomery Ward & Co.? Why was it that 
wagons belonging to Marshall Field & Co. 
and other firms were not permitted to use 
the public streets of Chicago? How was 
it that only those wagons armed with Shea’s 
permits were allowed to pass unmolested? ” 


Cites Franklin Union Case. 

The decision of the Illinois Supreme court 
in the Franklin union case was cited by the 
assistant state's attorney in his argument,

NATIONAL FEDERATION TO ESTAB- 
LISH BUREAU IN CHICAGO. 


Definite Decision Reached at Confer- 
ence Presided Over by Franklin 
MacVeagh, Who Ie Urged to Be- 
come President of the Body— See- 
end Executive Place to Go to @ 
Representative of Labor—Sequel to 
Meeting at Mra. Palmer’s. 


The establishment of a branch of the Na- 
tlönal Civic federation in Chicago was de- 
cided upon definitely yesterday at a con- 
ference presided over by Franklin Mac- 
Veagh, who was chairman of the labor 
meeting held last Saturday nigh it mrs. 
Potter Palmer's residence. The details will 
be left to a committee which Mr. MacVeagh 
is to appoint later. 

Employers and labor men probably will 
have equal representation on this committee. 
Strong efforts are being made to induce Mr. 
MacVeagh to accept the presidency of the 
local branch, but as yet he has not signified 


| his willingness to accept the office on account 


of business affairs. 

The vice president will be a labor man, it 
is said, and the promoters are casting around 
for a suitable leader for the position. 


Easley to Lend His Aid. 

Ralph M. Easley, secretary of the national 
body, will leave for New York this morning 
to attend to some matters which have arisen 
there in connection with the work of the 
federation. He will return to Chicago in 
about a week and will take an active part in 
launching the new branch. 

As there are no large strikes or labor trou- 
bles in Chicago at present, Mr. Easley said 
the local federation probably will devote its 
energies at the beginning to the welfare de- 
partment. An effort will be made to interest 
employers in making conditions of their em- 
ployés more comfortable. Several manu- 
facturers, it is said, who listened to the illus- 
trated lecture on welfare work given at the 
Palmer meeting by Miss Gertrude Beeks 
have consulted with her with a view to 
adopting radical changes in their factories 
and shops. 

The steam fitters’ union at its regular meet- 
ing adopted a resolution favoring the estab-

ation in Chicago. The union also adopted 
a resolution of thanks to Mrs. Potter Palmer 
for her interest in the recent meeting of labor 
and capital and in the establishment of a 
better understanding between employers and 
employés.

Waitresses Study the Bible. 

The bible as am aid to unionism has been 
discovered by the witresses’ union. Scrip- 
tural arguments bearing on the labor ques- 
tion henceforth may be expected by restau- 
rant proprietors when next they receive a 
visit from the lady walking delegate. 

Miss Elizabeth Maloney, who holds this 
position in the waitresses’ organization, is 
the originator of the scheme. She put 250 
girls through what she termed a course 
of sprouts In bible study at the headquar- 
ters, 22 Fifth avenue, and afterwards pass«d 
out prayer books and told tha members to 
study them assiduously. 

The bible study idea came to Miss Ma- 
loney after she had visited several restaurant 
employers, including City Treasurer John 
R. Thompson. She wanted to “ organize” 
the girls in Mr. Thompson’s lunch rooms, 
but she was told by a superintendent that 
„ nothing short of the bible would convince 
Mr. Thompson. 

Then we'll use the bible,“ said Miss Ma- 
loney, and she went back and ordered the 
prayer books. 


Blonde Girl Deserts Class. 


Considerable interest was manifeste@ by 
the waitresses in the experiment at the first 
bible meeting. Only one incident tended to 
mar the proceedings. This was when a tall, 
blonde waitress, carrying a.box of choco- 
late creams, burst in at the door with a pro- 
gram for the waitresses’ dance Jan. 20. She 
began to talk enthusiastically, until reproved 
by Miss Maloney’s warning finger. 

“Shi” said she. “This is a bible study 
class.“ 

The blonde girl looked shocked. She saw 
twenty or thirty waitresses holding testa- 
ments opened at Mark's gospel.

The machine loses the control of the 4101

Tt loses control of the state tax commis- 
sion. It loses control of elections in greater 
New York. 

The governor has at length convinced his 
party that he proposes to run his own ad- 
ministration in his own way without inter- 
ference from the men who disiike him and 
who, if given a chance, would continually 
work against him. 

Gov. Hughes accomplished all this by send- 
ing to the senate the following nominations: 

State superintendent of public works— 
Frederick C. Stevens of Attica, Wyoming 
county, to succeed N. V. V. Franchot. 

State superintendent of the metropolitan 
elections district—William Leary of New 
eg City, to succeed Louis Swasey of Brook- 
yn. 

State tax commissioner—Benjamin. E. Hall, 
to succeed William Halpin of New York City. 

The nominations came as a complete sur- 
prise to the machine and its adherents. When 
the clerk read: I hereby transmit to the 
senate for superintendent of public works 
to succeed N. V. V. Franchot, the name of 
Frederick C. Stevens,“ a gasp of astonish- 
ment could be heard coming from the throats 
of senators, politicians, and members of the 
assembly who had crowded into the cham- 
ber. Instantly the thought flashed through 
each mind: The poor Wadsworths.”’ 


Blow to the Wadsworths. 

The significance of the appointments can 
be seen in the fact that the Wadsworths 
thought they had buried Mr. Stevens politi- 
cally. They had rearranged his senatorial 
district eo that it was impossible for him to 
secure a renomination after he had been 
denied the chance to go to congress as the 
successor of Representative James W. Wads- 
worth Sr., and now the appointment of Mr. 
Stevens makes him a bigger political power 
in this state than the Wadsworths ever 
thought of being. It will. be under his su- 
pervision that the greatest part of the $101.- 
000,000 barge, canal work will be pushed. 
And the appointment means that a man’s 
political influence is not what is going to 
count im the eyes of Gov. Hughes. No one 
had any intimation that former Senator Ste- 
vens was to be so honored 

Mr. Stevens is a man worth a goéd many 
millions of dollars, and therefore he doesn’t 
need the place. The only reason he was pre- 
valled upon to accept it was to show the 
crowd that turned him down that his services 
in the interests of the people were appreciated 
by the man with whom he had been on such 
terms of intimacy while they were trying to 
solve the lighting problem of New York City. 


Tough on the Old Guard. 

While the appointment of William Leary 
had been generally discounted no one would 
take it for grantec until the nomination was 
sent to the senate. And here again Herbert 
Parsons triumphs over the machine politi- 
cians, just as he did at Saratoga when he 
forced the nomination of Hughes upon the 
crowé thet wanted to continue to feed at the 
public crib. 

To State Chairman Woodruff the turning 
down of his man Swazey was a hard blow. 
Woodruff has bent every energy to prevail 
upon Gov. Hughes to retain him in office ag 
superintendent of elections. 

The lieutenant governor is concealing. his 
chagrin under his usual cheerful demeanor, 
but his friends admit privately he has been 
bitterly disappointed. 

The appointment of Benjamin E. Hall as 
state tax commissioner was another blow at 
machine methods, for Mr. Hall succeeds that 
protégé of Benjamin B. Odell Jr., William 
Halpin of New York City.

Cause of the Blockade. 


Im the earlier part of hie letter, in which 
Mr. Hill explains in detail the causes lead- 
ing up to this freight congestion and car 
shortage, Mr. Hill writes: 

„% The business of the United States is to- 
day so congested that from every portion of 
the country arises clamor for relief. The 
railroads’ everywhere are taxed beyond their 
power. The people of the United States, 
therefore, are face to face with the greatest 
business problem that has ever threatened 
the nation. During recent years the volume 
of business has increased and is increasing 
while the 
necessary additional trackage and terminals 
have not been equal to the demands upon 
them. The resulting situation is a freight 
blockade of enorfhous proportions, especial- 
ly at all terminal points. The following 
figures, compiled from the official reports of 
the interstate commerce commission and 
covering the growth of the railroad business 
for the last ten years, exhibit the signifi-

These figures show the cause of delay in 
the national traffic movement which threatens 
to bring industry to a standstill. Within the 
last ten years the volume of railroad business 
in this country has increased over 110 per cent. 
Meanwhile, the railroads have endeavored to 
meet it Equipment is being increased as 
rapidly as capital and labor can doit. There 
are and will be cars enough tocarry the coun- 
try traffic if the cars can be moved, but en- 
gines and cars must have tracks upon which 
they may run. 


Slow Railroad Building. 


A striking tale is told by the statistics of 
railroad building in the United States. Not 
only is it true that there has been in the ten 
years ending 1906 an increase of but 21 per 
cent in mileage, but the most impressive fact 
is that railroad building has within a gen- 
eration fallen off just as the demand upon 
trackage has increased. At this moment 
when that demand is greatest and the whole 
country is clamoring for relief it is the small- 
est in years. These are the figures:

The best judgment of many conservative 
railroad men in the country is that an imme- 
diate addition of not less than 5 per cent per 
annum to the railroad trackage of the coun- 
try for, say, five years should be made to re- 
lieve the situation and put an end to unrea- 
sonable delays ig the transaction of business. 

But the trouble of business is not confined 
to any section of the country. And it is In 
the great centers that the inadequacy of 
terminal facilities prevents the free flow of 
traffic. No additions to equipment and no 
increased efficiency in operation can take 
the place of the imperatively required new 
trackage and terminal facilities. 


Must Have More Tracks. 


The country must have as rapidly as they 
can be built additional tracks and terminal fa- 
cilities. Suppose that only 25 per cent addi- 
tional track with necessary terminals and 
equipment is to be built during the next five 
years, for with less the country cannot 
conduct promptly the volume of business even 
now in sight. Our total railroad mileage is 
about 220,000 miles. A 25 per cept increase 
would mean the building of 55,000 miles of 
new track, much of which would be addi- 
tional tracks to existing lines, and if five 
years were allowed for the work it would be 
necessary to build 11,000 miles each year. 
But that is not all. One-third would have to 
be added to this amount for terminal and 
passing tracks. Add 33 per cent to 55,000 
miles and the total is 72,833 miles; or, say, 
before the end of five years, in round numbers, 
75,000 miles of track ag the requirement for 
the country to meet immediate needs. 

„No practical man would accept a con- 
tract for furnishing the facilities re- 
quired, including additional equipment 
and terminal facilities, for less than 

75,000 per mile. The question of term- 
mals alone is almost prohibitive. Terminals 
now in use were acquired when property was 
cheap and can be enlarged only by heavy 
outlay. In many cities it is not even a ques- 
tion of cost, since the area necessary to han- 
dle railroad business properly is not to be 
had at any price. The new work, then, would 
amount to $5,500,000,000 in round numbers or 
a yearly average of $1, 100,000,000. That is 
the sum which should be spent before the 
commerce of the country can be moved prop- 


erly. 


Why Freight Moves Slowly. 

Almost all the complaints made today, 
either by shippers or by operating railroad - 
men, of obstacles and dangers in transporte- 
tion service are due to deficient trackage. 
The defect can be corrected only by building 
more track. The average speed of a freight 
train is from twelve to fifteen miles per 
hour. The average distance traveled by each 
freight car lo about twenty-five miles per 
day. That is, the entire freight equipment 
of the country is employed to the fair limit 
of its capacity but two hours out of the 
twenty-four. On single track lines freights 
must wait on sidings while passenger trains 
have the right of way; cars stand for days 
or weeks in yards or at tranefer points 
awaiting their turn. | 

“The problem and necessity are enormous. | 
At 140 tons to the mile it would require 
2.000 000 tons of steel rails every year to fur- | 
nish the 15,000 miles of track required. This | 
is nearly two-thirds of the product of all the | 
rolling mills in the United States. It would 
call for the labor of 200,000 men in grading. 
besides track layers, bridge builders, and 
others. Labor even for such ordinary exten- 
sions and improvements as are now being 
made ia not to be had in sufficient quantities 
on any terms. And it demands the invest- 
ment in permanent railroad plants of $1,100,- 
000.000 a year for five years to provide the 
railroads of the country with means to handle 
properly the business already in sight, not 
allowing for future growth.”

ELECTRIC SHOW A MAGNET 


IT DRAWS 10,000 PEOPLE TO SEX 
WONDERS AT COLISEUM. 


Myriad of Lights Burning Within and 
Without the Big Building—Sound 
Producers in Vast Variety—Model 
Street Car Attracts Attention 
Hall Crowded Whole Evening with 
Engineers and Artisans and the 
General Public, 


Light, heat, sound, and motion—all prod- 
ucts of electricity—vied with each other 
for popularity last evening; but that mys- 
terious form of energy discovered by Ben- 
jamin Franklin was king of them all, and 
it was not any one of effects, but electricity 
in ite entirety, that drew 10,000 people 
to the second annual show of the Electrical 
Trades Exposition company at the Coliseum. 

The building was crowded to the doors all 
the evening. All sorts of visitors entered— 
engineers looking for the latest develop- 
ments, boys intent upon witnessing new mar- 
vels, and a few on the lookout for stray bits 
of information to add to their general edu- 
cation. Ald. Badenoch was there, his mind 
concentrated upon the telephone situation, 
passing from one booth to another, listening 
to the several exhibiters explaining the 
economies of time and expense peculiar to 
their systema. 


Great Display of Lights. 


Every size and style of electric illuminant 
known, from the great searchiight to tiny 
scarfpin bulbs, was on exhibition. No at- 
tempt was made to estimate the total num- 
ber of lamps burning, but it was so great 
that when a line upon which 800 lamps were 
dependent “ blew out” their darkness was 
noticeable only for a radius of a few feet. 
Most startling in this line of exhibit was that 
of a “flash sign’ firm—a giant skeleton 
above the gallery rail, composed of 1,000 
lamps through which currents were sent in- 
termittently, making the bones assume dif- 
ferent positions in a ghostly dance. 

In heat producing apparatus there was the 
electric furnace lately invented by Prof. H. 
C. Thordarsen, capable of the greatest e- 
gree of heat known to ence; there were 
cooking utensils, curling irons, radiators, 
and hot water bags without the hot water. 


Myriad of Sound Producers. 

Sound waves were set in motion by a myriad 
of devices that threatened to set nervous 
visitors into Hysterſes; but of the quieter sort 
of machines there were telephones carrying 
phonographic concerts, and telephones over 
which one could talk to distant cities free of 
charge. 

The most striking exhibit of electro motive 
power was a model street car, near the en- 
trance to the annex.

Prosecutor David Talks. 

Prosecutor David, as stated, has nolled 
the indictments brought by the last grand 
jury on account of an alleged technicality 
set up by the Standard attorneys.

“I desire When the case goes to the jury 
to have every detail of the papers correct, so 
that the cases can be tried on fheir merits, 
and not be thrown down on account of some 
minor irregularity. I do not know whether 
the point raised by the Standard attorneys 
would have been upheld or not, but I de- 
termined to risk no delay or loss to the county 
by having the cases decided adversely. 

In regard to the indictments returned to- 
day, the Standard attorneys at the trial 
claimed that the cases could not be brought 
before the Probate court on information, but 
must be brought before the Common Pleas 
court on indictment. Also, that each day 
constituted a separate offense, and not one 
single offense could be claimed as extending 
over the entire time, claiming that the com- 
pany and its officers could not be charged 
with a continuous crime.

Allee’s supporters stood by him to the last, 
but the gradual defection of the Addicks men 
to Richardson made his selection by the cau- 
cus practically impossible. 

Tonight’s action by the republican assem- 
blymen virtually assures Richardson's nomi- 
nation as United States senator, as it had 
been agreed by the members previous to the 
caucus that they would support in tomor- 
row’'s joint caucus whoever received 19 votes 
in tonight’s meeting. 

Mr. Richardson ig 37 years old and was 
born in Camden, Del. He is the youngest 
man to be thus honored by his state. 

He is wealthy and is in business with his 
father in this city. 


Elkins Choice of Caucus. 

Charleston, W. Va., Jan. 14.—Stephen B. 
Elkins received the republican caypcus nom- 
ination today for his third successive term 
as senator. Twenty-three of twenty-four re- 
publican senators and fifty-four of sixty del- 
egates participated. The democratic ¢aucus 
has not been held. Elkins’ nomination is 
equivalent to election on Jan. 22, as the re- 
publicans have eighty-four to thirty on joint 
ballot. 

Carroll Named in Massachusetts. 

Boston, Mass., Jan. 14.—The democratic mi- 
nority of the state legislature decided in 
caucus today to vote for James B. Carroll 
of Springfield as the party candidate for 
United States senator tomorrow. The re- 
publicans will renominate Senator W. Mur- 
ray Crane, who is, at present completing a 
short term, for which he wae chosen after 
the death of Senator Hoar. Both branches 
will vote separately tomorrow. The joint 
convention will be held on Wednesday. 

Princeton’s Head Wants No Toga. 

Newark, N. J., Jan. 14.—[Special.]—It was 
announced today that President Woodrow 
Wilson of Princeton university, who has 
been named persistently as a probable can- 
didate of the democrats for United States 
senator, positively declined to sanction the 
use of his name before the legislative caucus 
on Wednesday in Trenton. 

Dryden’s Chances Slim in Jersey. 

Trenton, N. J., Jan. 14.—The republican 
senators at an informal conference tonight 
discussed the calling of a caucus for the 
selection of a republican candidate for United 
States senator to succeed John F. Dryden. 
Nothing definite was decided. It is prob- 
able that a caucus will be called for next 
Monday night. Senators Colby and Acker- 
man and Assemblyman Fake, republicans, 
have declared that they will not vote for 
Dryden, This leaves forty-one republicans, 
a bare majority of the joint session. 


Table Investigation Resolution. 

Lincoln, Neb., Jan. 14.—The lower house of 
the legislature without debate today tabled 
a resolution to investigate Norris Brown, re- 
publican candidate for United States senator.

Charter Member of

Luther W. McConnell. 

Luther W. McConnell, a pioneer business 
man of Chicago and one of the founders 
of the Union League club, died yesterday 
at the residence of Frank Norman, 406 
Ashland boulevard, where he had Hved since 
the death of his wife, Dec. 12, 1903.

BAILEY WINS FIRST BLOOD 


FRIENDS IN SENATE FORCE A 
RESOLUTION BY 18 TO 12. 


Upper House Decides to Investigate 
as to Whether Inquiry Into Oil 
Charges Really Is _Needed—~Antis 
Attempt to Bleck Action by Long 
Winded Speaking, One Man Hold- 
ing Floor for Seven Hours—House 
Sure to Have Its Own Probing. 


Austin, Tex., Jan, 14.—[Special.]—Senator 
Bailey's supporters in the state senate late 
tonight won first blood in the fight to investi- 
gate the senator’s connection. with the Wa- 
ters-Pierce Oil company by forcing the adop- 
tion. of a substitute for the anti-Baileyites’ 
resolution. The substitute provides for a 
committee of seven senators to investigate 
the charges against Senator Bailey and re- 
port to the senate if an investigation be 
deemed advisable. 

The vote was 18 to 12, which was a surprise 
in view of the fact that on Saturday a poll 
showed 17 senators in favor of an investiga- 
tion to 14 opposed to id The result came after 
hours of filibustering by Bailey's opponents, 
who hoped to delay matters until after the 
house had taken some action. 


Talks Seven Hours to Block Action. 


It stood 15 against an investigation and 14 
anti-Bailey forces in the upper house, kept 
the floor for seven hours in speechmaking. 
Again and again the senator's friends at- 
tempted to force a vote, but were defeated.

Mrs. Butler told the court she wae on her 
way to her physician's office and when the 
car was between Fifth and Sixth avenues

in front of her and called her vile names. 
He said she was a degenerate and type of 
woman that brought on the monkey house 
trouble.“ She begged him to let ber alone, 
but he thrust his fist in her face and said he 
was going to clear the city of males and 
females who frequented metropolitan street 
cars.

The negro troops are referred to by the 
president in his message as midnight a- 
sassine and he declares that few, if any, o 
the soldiers dismissed ‘‘ without honor” 
could have been ignorant of what occurred 

Part of Order Revoked. 

That part of the order, however, which 
dars the soldiers from all civil employment 
under the government is revoked by the pres- 
ident. The message says in part: 

It appears from. the testimony that on the 
Might of the 13th of August, 1906, several 
crimes were committed by some person or 
persons in the city of Browneville.

“As to the motive for the commission of 


the crimes it appears that trouble of a more 


or less serious kind had occurred between 
individual members of the companies and in- 
dividual citizens of Brownsville, culminating 
in complaints which resulted in the soldiers 
being confined within the limits of the garri- 
son on the evening of the day in question. 


All Other Theories Absurd. 


The only motive suggested as possibly in- 
fluencing any one else was a desire to get rid 
of the colored troops, so strong that it im- 
pelled the citizens of Brownsville to shoot 
up their own houses, to kill one of their own 
number, to assault their own police, wound- 
ing the HNeutenant, who had been am officer 
for twenty years—all with. the purpose of 
discrediting the negro troops. The suggeés- 
tion is on its face so ludicrously impossible 
that it is difficult to treat it as honestly made. 

This theory supposes that the assallants 
succeeded in obtaining the uniform of the 
negro soldiers; that before starting on their 
raid they got over the fence of the fort un- 
challenged, and without discovery by the 
negro ‘troops opened fire on the town from 
within the fort; that they blacked their faces 
so that at least fourteen eye witnesses mis- 
took them for negroes; that they disguised 
their voices so that at least six witnesses 
who heard them speak mistook their voices 
as being those of negroes. 

„% Fourteen eye witnesses—namely: Charles 
R. Chase, Amado Martinez, Mrs. Kate 
Leahy, Palermo Preciado, Ygnacio Domin- 
guez, Macedonio Ramirez, George W. Ren- 
dall, Jasé Martinez, J. P. McDonald, F. H. 
A. Sanborn, Herbert Elkine, Hale Odin, Mrs. 
Hale Odin, and Judge Parke, testified that 
they, saw the assailants or some of them at 
varying distances end that they were negro 
troops, most of the witnesses giving their 
testimony in such shape that there ie no pos- 
sibility of their having been mistaken. 

„About twenty-five other witnesses gave 
testimony corroborating to a greater or less 
Gegree the testimony of those who thus saw 
the shooters or heard them. The testimony 
of these eye and ear witnesses would estab- 
lish beyond all possibility of contradiction 
the fact that the shgoting was committed 
by ten or fifteen or on of the negro troops 
from the garrison. 

“The weapons they used were Spring- 
eld rifies; for the ammunition which they 
used was that of the Springfield rifle and 
no other, and could not have been used in 
any gun in Texas or any part of the union or 
in Mexico, or in any other part of the world. 


Fired from Within Forts. 


„The testimony of the witnesses on the 
position of the bullet holes ehows that fifteen 


or twenty of the negro troops gathered in- 


side the fort, and that the first shots fired 
into the town were fired from within the 
fort: some of them at least from the upper 
galleries of the barracks. 

The testimony further shows that the 
troops then came out over the walls, some of 
them perhaps going through the gate, and 
advanced a distance of 800 yards, or there- 
abouts, into the town. During their advanoe 
they shot into two hotels and some nine or 
ten houses. Three of the private houses into 
which they fired contained women and chil- 
dren, They deliberately killed Frank Natus, 
the bartender, shooting him down from a 
distance of about fifteen yards. They shot 
at a man and woman, Mr. and Mrs. Odin, and 
their little boy, as they Stood in the window of 
the Miller hotel, the bullet going less than 
two inches from the head of the woman. 

„They shot at least eight bullets into the 
Cowen house, putting out a lighted lamp on 
the dining room table. Mrs, Cowen and her 
five children were in the house; they at once 
threw themselves prone on the floor and were 
not hit. They fired into the Starck house, the 
bullets boring through the mosquito bar of a 
bed, from eighteen to twenty inches above 
where little children were sleeping. There 
was a light in the children’s room. 


All Soldiers Knew of It. 


„Fuller details, as established by the addi- 
tional evidence taken since I last communi- 
cated with the senate make it likely that 
there were few if any of the soldiers dis- 
missed who could have been ignorant of 
what occurred. It fe wellnigh impossible 
that any of the noncommissioned officers 
who were at the barracks should not have 
known what occurred. 

Jam now satisfied that the effect of my 
order dismissing these men without honor 
was not to bar them from all civil employ- 
ment under the government, and therefore 
that the part of the order which consisted 
of a declaration to this effect was lacking 
in validity, and I have directed that such 
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that if some particular soldiers are punished 
2 aod daa dora he will do what he 
o restore them to military duty. 

President tin his message today, 
as exclusively announced in Tun TRIBUNE 
some time ago, rescinded that portion of 
the sentence of diemissal which barred the 
discharged soldiers from the civil service of 
the United States. He admitted frankly that 
he had become convinced that he had e- 
ceeded his legal power in doing this. It ts 
a fact, nevertheless, that under the general 
rules of the civil service commission these 
Gischarged soldiers wou be barred from 
the classified service. t would not make 
amy difference to them an „ because few 
of them, if any, could pass the necessary 
examination. The effect of the president’s 
action, therefore, in modifying his order of 
dismissal is merely to throw open to soldiers 
positions as laborers or skilled laborers in 
the government service in which no civil 
service examination is required. 


Congress Could Restore Rights. 

An examination of the law seems to show 
that there is no way, except by an act of 
congress, to restore old sergeants and cor- 
porals rights which had accrued to them by 
reason of their long service. Ifthe president, 
for instance, should decide to permit these 
men to be reönlisted, they would come in as 
recruits and would not be entitled to con- 
sideration because of continuous service, 
The former noncommissioned would 
not get their chevrons back and they would 
have to start literally at the bottom of the 
army ladder and work their way upward 
once more. 

One thing which has been lost sight of In 
connec with the proposed investigation of 
the Brownsville incident by the senate le 
the fact that every one of the officers of the 
Twenty-fifth infantry who were present at 
the time of the Brownsville raid will be 
called before the committee and subjected 
to an examination which is Hkely to be more 
searching than that directed against the men 
themselves. Several of the people in Browns- 
ville have sworn that the shooting was done 
from the porch of the barracks. If this is 
substantiated it puts the guard, including 
nonco isgsioned officer in charge, in an 
awkward position, because all the circum- 
stantial evidence will tend to show that such 
shooting could not have taken place without 
the sentinels on duty and the sergeant of 
the guard being a party to It. 


Lively Session Expected. 

Furthermore, it is insisted by senators who 
have looked over Purdy’s testimony that no 
such shooting could fave taken place from 
within the fort itself without arousing some 
of the officers long before the raid into town 
Was over, whereas all the evidence of the 
garrison and of the officera themselves is that 
the men were all ready to fall into line when 
the roll was called. The senatorial investiga- 
tion is likely, therefore, to make things par- 
ticularly hot for the soldiers who were on 
guard, for some of the commissioned officers 
of the guard, d for the officer of the day, 
Capt. Macklin, who will be charged with per- 
sonal responsibility for the failure to prevent 
riot and subsequent murder, unless he can 
show to the satisfaction of the committee 
why he was not on duty at the head of the 
guard when shots were being fired from the 
porch of the barracks right over the heads of 
his sentinels, 

If the senate committee undertakes an in- 
vestigation of the Brownsville incident 
promptly, court martial proceedings against 
Maj, Penrose and Capt. Macklin may be de- 
ferred until a later date, so that there may 
be no conflict of authority. In that case Maj. 
Blocksom and Senator Foraker, who are 
both from Ohio, but who represent radically 
different points of view on the Brownsville 
affair, may be expected to have an extremely 
lively time of it. 


LITTLE HOPE FOR GULF CANAL. 


Rivers and Harbors Committee Shows 
Disposition to Go Against Con- 
struction of Waterway. 


At aA 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 14.—[Special.)—If 
anything were needed to confirm the state- 
ment that the rivers and harbors commit- 
tee of the house is against the proposition 
to construct a waterway connecting Chi- 
cago and the gulf, it was furnished by the 
attitude which the members of the commit- 
tee adopted at the hearing today. 

Representative Lorimer, who is the prin- 
cipal advocate of the deep waterway, is ill 
in Chicago, and Representatives Madden, 
Rainey, Graff, and Bartholdt, the last named 
from Missouri, appeared before the commit- 
tee and reiterated stock arguments in favor 
of the project, but it can be said that the 
committee will not go farther’ than to recom- 
mend an appropriation of $160,000 for a sur- 
vey from St. Louis to the gulf. The sur- 
vey thus far made is from Chicago to Bt. 
Louis, and the engineers found the route 
feasible, but reported upon it adversely. 

Representative Madden and the other ad- 
vocates of the project intend to bring the 
matter up on the floor of the house, but there 
seems little doubt that they will be beaten. 


CHARGES AGAINST U. S. ENVOY. 


H. H. D. Peirce, Minister to Norway, 
Accused of Double Dealing in 
Piracy Case. 


Washington, D. C., Jam 14.—Bensational 
charges against Herbert H. D. Peirce, Unit- 
ed States minister to Norway, who was for- 
merly third assigtant secretary of state, were 
made before the house committee on ways 
and means today by Prof. H. W. Elliott of 
Cleveland in a hearing ona resolution for the 
further protection of fur seals on the high 


seas. 

Prof. Elliott stated that while Mr. Peirce 
was representing the United States govern- 
ment before The Hague tribunal in the set- 
tlement of claims growing out of the seizure 
of the sealing vessel, J. Hamilton Lewis, by 
the Russian government on the charge of 
piracy, he also represented the owners of 
the vessel, and even instituted action in the 
United States District court for the District 
of Columbia to insure the payment of his 
fee out of the money awarded to the vessel 
owners. 

The question of an investigation of the

ASKS UNISON IN BOARD, 


BROKERS’ PRESIDENT URGES 
NEED OF HARMONY IN BODY. 


Hiram N. Sager Tells Members They 
Should Settle Differences Within 
Their Ranks Before Tribunal of 
Their Own Making, and Asserts 
Exchange Cannot Regain Former 
Prestige Until Internal ‘Strife Is 
Abolished—Review of Year’s Work. 


We must pull together for the welfare, 
not only of our individual members, not only 
for the best interests of our exchange, but 
for the welfare of the entire grain trade.’’ 

That was the keynote of the address made 
by Hiram N. Sager yesterday-ppon his in- 
duction into the office of president of the 
board of trade. Five hundred members in 
attendance at the annual meeting cheered 
the sentiment as one man. Mr. Sager was 
unopposed at the polls for the reason that 
he was regarded as a member who could 
deal impartially with both elevator and 
“anti-elevator’’ interests, whahave been at 
swords’ points for a long time, and the man 
who was expected to inject info the actual 
affairs of the exchange the harmony that is 
deemed necessary to the elevation of the 
board back to ite former high standing in 
public confidence. 

In his inaugural address Mr. Sager dealt 
plainly with the existing controversy be- 
tween the two factions on the board. 

This shocking campaign of crimination 
and recrimination, veiled threats against the 
association, and counter stinging accusa- 
tions indulged in alike by members on both 
sides of this wretched controversy is fast 
bringing our exchange into general dis- 
repute and is undermining the loyalty and 
affection of our oon members for this in- 
stitution. It is impairing the value of our 
membership It is disheartening our 


friends and delighting our enemies. Where 
we would have public confidence, it breeds 
distrust: where we need friendship, it pro- 
duces scorn. 

Let us enter the new year with a deter- 
mination to build up, not tear down, recog- 
nizing that all our various interests are need- 
ed by this exchange, and should work to- 
gether in harmony and coiperate in willing 
obedience to the spirit as well as to the let- 
ter of our rules for the welfare of the entire 
association. 

John A. Bunnell assumed the duties of sec- 
ond vice president, succeeding James C. Rog- 
era. The newly elected directors—A. J. 
White, Frank M. Bunch, Charles H. Sulli- 
van, Charles Baker, Frank D. Rice, Thomas 
T. Wickham, Harry Boore, and John J. Kel- 
ler~—will hold their first meeting this after- 
noon. ' 

The directors’ annual report showed the 
membership to be 1,727, or 48 less than that 
of a year ago. In the course of the twelve- 
month 44 memberships were retired, the 
average price paid to each retiring member 
being $2,650. The bonded indebtedness of the 
exchange is $1,198,300, maturing in 1927, and 
bearing interest of 4 per cent. 

At the close of the year there were pend- 
ing six suits brought by the board against 
alleged purloiners of quotations. Thirty in- 
dividuals and firms were permanently en- 
joined in the course of the year from using 
the exchange’s quotations. 

“Other bucket shops are evading the in- 
junctions in favor of the board,“ is the lan- 
guage of the report, in substantially the 
same way, except that they add the uniform 
fraction through the instrumentality of a 

so-called exchange, which is maintained for 
this purpose andwhere fictitious trading 
is carried on in order to give a basis for the 
quotations thus made and sent out. This 
counterfeiting of quotations is done through 
the Superior board of trade at Superior, Wis., 
and the National board of trade at Kansas 
City.“

tuberculosis, particularly among the mill hands and factory employes. The 
Brown & Sharp Mfg. Co., which employs upwards of 4,000 men, = actively 
co-operating in this movement. 

The first step was to post a notice in the works, explaining the nature 
of the disease, the great danger of pegiecting the early symptoms, and ad- 
vising the most effective treatment. A physician who has made a specialty 
of tubercular disease was provided, free of expense to the employe, to ex- 
amine and advise upon each case. 

Some employes took advantage of the privilege on their own ge- 
count, others were given the benefit of suggestion and willingly followed 
the well meant advice, while still others had to be induced with more 


effort. 

A mumber of cases were discovered among the men. Some were sent 
to the State Sanitarium for modern open air treatment. Others were 
urged to take up open-air work, and wherever possible the company 
found such work for them. No tubercular person was allowed to remain 
in the works, for his own sake as well as for that of his fellow workmen. 
Sanitary precautions were taken to prevent the spread of the disease. 
Many of the men have already returned to work robust and generally in 


fine condition. 
Few, if any, large manufacturing establishments are free from con- 


sumptlon among the employes.

Present clear- 
ances are composed of about three-quarters 
durum and Manitoba wheat, and the ship- 
ments of durum probably constitute at least 
one-half of the total exports. The crop of 
durum in the northwest was enormous and 
probably exceeded the most sanguine esti- 
mates. Wheat supplies at interior points 
throughout the country are large and a 
steady movement of fair Proportions is as- 
sured during the whole year.” 


A slightly better demand existed for cash 
wheat, and in some instances prices were 
quoted relatively higher, but the bulk of 
the sales were at steady quotations. At 
Minneapolis there was another advance in 
the relative price of cash wheat, No. 1 north- 
ern selling at 1d to 2 over May, with mills 
active bidders for ali the evailable milling 
grades offered.

Judge Carpenter of Juvenile Court 


Declines to Surrender Jurisdiction 
Over 16 Year Old Girl. 


After the marriage license had been ob- 
tained yesterday and the bride and groom 
had asked Municipal Judge Newcomer to tie 
the knot, the ceremony which would have 
made Rose Goldblatt, 16 years old, the bride 
of Walter Watkins, 28 years old, was de- 


. layed because Judge Carpenter of the Ju- 
. venfle court refueed to eurrender his jurig- 


diction over the girl, who is now in charge 
of the matron at the Harrison street police 
station. 

The troubles in the young girl'e life started 
with the affection she displayed for Watkins. 
Miss Goldblatt is the daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Simon Goldblatt, 3701 Vincennes ave- 
nue. Her partiality for Watkins led to do- 
mestic quarrels, and about a month ago 
Rose disappeared from the Goldblatt home 
and three weeks later was found with Wat- 
kins at the Stockyards hotel. 

Goldblatt swore out a warrant for his 
Gaughter’s arrest, charging her with dis- 
orderly conduct, and she was arraigned be- 
fore Judge Newcomer last Wednesday.
